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I'Yeuchinau Shot — Indian Captured. 

Four Douolas Oct. 1, 1859. 

Editor British Colonist : — The num- 
ber of inhabitants here being small, it fur- 
nishes but lew items of interest for the 
columns of a newspaper ; however, the lust 
•week lias furnished tho following: 

A Frenchman returning from tho mines 
liad made his way to within fifteen miles 
of Port Douglas, when ho was shot by an 
Indian whohndbeen travelling behind him 
(as he thought for company) for Several 
miles of the trail. The Indian grabbed his 
blankets, ami made off to Ji is camp at the 
Falls }k miles | from Port Douglas. The 
Fr^njvhman wap picked up by a packer, 
.about 20 minutes afterwards, who took him 
to the next camp. Though badly wounded 
jio is not likely to die. As fsoon as the 
news reached Port Douglas the 'constable 
started to arrest the Siwash. On arriving 
at tin. ^'alls, he yrgs obliged to take a little 
old leaky canoe pa put hint across tho river, 
at no little risk, as the river is very danger- 
ous at that place. Arrived at the camp, he 
demanded of tho Ty-hco the guilty Siwash; 
but the Ty-hco informed the constable that 
the wake-closh Siwash was si-ah si-ah, (not 
fiero); notwithstanding tho murderer was 
sitting by bis side. Jlis Ty-heo-ship was 
given to understand, however, that he 
would have to go J'ort Douglas until the 
guilty party was given up; wfiprpupop he 
jumped up, knifp ip Ipind, to light for liis 
'liberty. After a short souffle, the constable 
pith tho aid of Mr. Colt's persuader, proved 
fho better man, and took Mr. Siwash, lash- 
pdon a mule, to Port Douglas, where his re- 
covery is very much doubted. 

This arrest it is hoped, will have a sala- 
ry effect on the Indians, as they are very 
niuch afraid that the soldiers will come up 
and clean them out.

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SELF-SUPPORTING— SELF-DEPENDENT. 

The prediction of a largo immigration 
to this country from Great liritniii have 
not been fulfilled ; and what is worse there 
is but little chance that it ever will, except 
wo provide the means to do it. A few 
practitioners and office-seekers alone have 
been attracted from Home to this coun- 
try. Gradually the unpleasant conclu- 
sion is forced upon us, that we need not 
expect assistance from the Imperial Gov- 
ernment by loaning us funds for immigra- 
tion purposes. In fact the folly of basing 
hopes of prosperity on help from that quar- 
ter, is like trusting to a broken stick. The 
Duke of Newcastle has said in relation to 
Rod River and Saskatchewan territories 
that no obstruction would bo placed in the 
way of colonization: but that those who 
are desirous of settling there must bear 
their own expenses. In relation to Brit- 
ish Columbia, the government has already 
refused aid to the Glasgow operatives who 
wanted to immigrate there. And when 
.£-(2,000 was asked to pay olf the liabilities 
of that colony, economists were on their 
feet in a moment to oppose the vote. But 
as they were liable for the debt, what with 
ministerial promises to ask nothing more, 
and excuses for asking what they did, the 
sum was granted. Nothing can be plainer 
than that the Imperial Government is op- 
posed to colonial extension, except it is self- 
supporting. We 111:13" as well make up our 
minds to help ourselves, and act according- 
ly; ami hereafter should our stingy par on t 
become generous it will prove an agreeable 
disappointment. Hut it is not probable 
that that happy period will arrive till we 
struggle through our difficulties, and have 
plenty of available property to hypothe- 
cate. If she will not advance money to 
populate our country, it is arrant nonsense 
to expect her to build a Pacific Railroad. 
Hence public works and population may 
for ever be wanted, and never be obtained, 
unless we put our own shoulders to the 
wheel, and stop crying to Hercules for holp. 

The first serious drawback that wo have 
to contend against, is the constant exodus 
of the minors'. They, — disgusted with 
Absolutism, — with the uncertainty of min- 
ing, — finding no other employment open 
here, — consequently leave this country for 
California, 'fill such time, therefore, us we 
can provide other sources of industry than 
the mines, both tho disappointed and tin 1 
lucky miner, cann.it bo exported to remain. 
Hud we large lumbering establishments, — 
had vyo extensive agricultural districts. — 
capital largely invested in our fisheries, — 
or were our coal mines more extensively 
Openoil, — and ship building introduced, 
— with other branches of industry, — then 
the poor but industrious man would linil 
employment, and make his home amongst 
us. Hut with one small saw-mill worked 
by the proprietors ; with few forms and 
less demand for farm labor, — with fisheries 
11., undisturbed as in tho morn of creation, 
with the whole industrial resources of the 
COUtltrV either shackled with the narrow 
viows and policy of the I loom (loveni- 
mont, or the do-nothing policy of tin: 
local government j and shut out from a 
market by the protective tariff of our noar- 
est neighbors, who would prove the largest 
buyers ot our produce,— wo are completely 
hampcied, and .-an only hope to retain our 
population and attract moro when we sub- 
Sort our policy to an entire revision, and 
substitute a thoroughly liberal system. To 



enable us to compete with pur republican 
neighbor, we wan: a Reciprocity Treaty, <o 
that oiir lumber, coal, fish, and whatever 
else we may produce for exportation, may 
enter duty free. 

The fact of Inning our produce taxed 
from fifteen to thirty per cent in neigh- 
boring ports, will induce capitalists, — al- 
though otherwise they may have equal or 
even greater advantages on this Island, — to 
go to Pttgot Sound or olswhere to invest, 
As one relief then to industry and enter- 
prise, let us have Reciprocity with the 
United States. 

If the Homo Government will not give 
us substantial aid,— it is certainly to bo 
hoped that moro enlightened opinions on 
other matters will prevail in her councils 
and that she will cede to us without delay 
the entire control over the Crown lands 
and minos of tho Colony. To this end our 
efforts should be directed, and having ob- 
tained the object, we should use our indus- 
trial resources with a view both to keep the 
population which we have, and at the same 
time attract more. A thorough survey of 
the entire island should be made ; and a 
epitome of its agricultural, mining, fishing, 
lumbering and other industrial resources 
published. The whole country from Sooke 
northerly to Cape Scott, and tlicnee south- 
erly to Nnnaimo, should bo thrown open 
to every man for freo selection, with oc- 
cupancy and improvements the only condi- 
tions, the only price. Whoever will erect 
a saw mill capable of cutting 10,000 feet 
of lumber per day, should be entitled to 
500 acres of forest To every single man, 
fanner or fisher, should he given 2f)0 
acres at least, and every head of a family 
500 acres. Mines of coal, copper, lead, 
gold, or iron, should be entirely free to 
every person, and no monopolies permitted 
direct c,r indirect. By this means wo would 
rendor resources which are of no value, 
valuable. With 10,000,000 acres of lam! 
fit for the farmer or the lumberer, we have 
] capital from which to reward 20,000 
] persons ; and with the natural proportion 
[of women, children, operatives, traders, 
I seamen, we would have 100,000 inhabi- 
tants. In the limited spare of a news- 
paper article we can do nothing more than 
indicate a rough outline, which if followed 
would cause the country to teem with 
population. Not. however, a pauper popu- 
lation without the means of self-employ- 
ment: but a population of men, and women, 
with money; industrious, thrifty, and pros- 
perous; a population w hich in a few years 
would create a rovenuo anil resources that 
it will take centuries to accomplish by the 
present illiberal and do-nothing system. — 
To ensure, therefore, the rapid settlement 
of tiie country, in the absence id' Imperial 
subsidies, instead of wasting our lives, 
and energies in idleness, tin,' (doctors in 
the coining election should he careful to 
elect only those men who will vigorously 
work.

The Erratic: Granite -Boulders am! 
Grooved Hock Around Victoria. 
The writer, not professing to be an adept 
in the scienco of geology, does not oiler 
this paper dogmatically, or oven didactical- 
ly, but merely suggestive. The most casual 
observer must have noticed the granite 
boulders or blocks scattered about Yictoria 
and its vicinity. One grand specimen 
twelve feet long by ten wide may be seen 
on the sand and pebble ridge near the 
Springs, if not lately wrought into blocks 
for building purposes. As there is no 
granite in this vicinity, in its original bed 
these boulders must have been transported 
from a distance ; and are therefore, termed 
erratic. The rock, which is no doubt in 
its original position, in this vicinity, pre- 
sents an appearance calculated to awaken 
thought in an inquiring mind. These 
rocks have a grooved and striated surface. 
A fine specimen may be scan directly 
south of tho Fort near James' Buy. These 
grooves run northerly and southerly, — and 
plainly appear as if an immense mass of 
rock had been moved over the rock by some 
mechanical force, — which was no doubt the 
case. The surface has since been slightly 
disturbed and broken, — probably by its up- 
heaval. Similar appearances occur in 
northern latitudes throughout the conti- 
nent of North America, and Europe as well. 
(See Lyell's geology, Efemenis, Chap. 12.) 
The most plausible theory —concerning 
these grooved bed-rocks, and the erratic 
granite boulders — is this : that at sonic re- 
mote period of the past these striated rock 
were under the surface of the ocean, where 
they were formed by sedimentary deposi- 
tion, still remaining somewhat plastic. 
That these granite boulders become attach- 
ed to icebergs at the north. These ice- 
bergs being drifted southerly by the wind 
and current, the mass often so large as to 
move with immense mechanical force. 
When these bergs witli granite boulders 
and pebbles intermixed at the bottom, 
strike the plastic rock in shallow water, 
the grooves and striae were made. When 
the berg grounds, the ice at length melts 
and leaves its load of foreign rock on the 
surface. In process of time the ground be- 
comes upheaved presenting the above phe- 
nomena. 

Similar erratic and grooved rocks are 
found in both northern and southern lati- 
tudes, but never in the tropics. In many 
places scientific observations have deter- 
mined the places whence these erratic: 
have been removed. Whether this has ever 
lieen done here the writer is not informed
